They profess to fear these 
more than any pending labor leg­ 
islation in Congress. 
Sponsors 
of 
these 
movements 
have been gathering signatures on 
petitions in six states in the hope 
of putting their projiosal on the 
November ballots. A seventh, Kan­ 
sas, acted through its Legislature. 
What they want is to outlaw' the 
union shop. 
Wherever such a proposal is ap­ 
proved, a new employe would no 
longer be obliged to join a union 
—as he is now in a union shop 
plant. 
Eighteen 
states, 
mostly 
Southern, already have such laws. 
Rigjht-to-work 
proponents, 
usual­ 
ly Chambers of Commerce 
and 
conservative farm groups say all 
they ask is that every worker have 
the freedom to say whether he 
wants to belong to a union. 
Top union leaders see it other­ 
wise. Given this choice, they say. 
many employes 
would refuse to 
join in order to avoid paying dues 
while still enjoying the pay raises 
and work conditions negotiated by 
the union. 
A 
petition 
campaign to put a 
right-to-work referendum up to the 
voters in the fall failed in Mon­ 
tana. Results in Colorado and Id­ 
aho await a check of the validity 
and

But union leaders are fairly cer­ 
tain the proposal will be offered 
voters in Ohio. Washington, Kan­ 
sas and California.

The machinery engineers never lose 
sight of the safety factor. New safety devises are incorpo­ 
rated in the designs as soon as they are proven, f direful in- 
itructions concerning safe operation art i-med. But all the 
precautions on earth will do no good if the users violate com 
mon-sense rules, 
\ oungstors are permitted to operate machines -and every 
so often a tragic and totally unnecessary death or maiming 
results. Farmers drive unlighted or inadequately lighted e-

and the immutable law 
of averages says that this practice m ud end in disaster at 
frequent intervals. 
Mechanically minded farmers sometimes get ideas for mah 
ing changes in their equipment, or m adding acce-sories of 
their own design and construction.

1. In 1956, 6 out of 10 motorists in an accident were charg­ 
ed with a law- violation— driving under the influence of alco­ 
hol, speeding, not having right of way. following too closely, 
improper passing, driving on the wrong side of the road, and 
running stop streets. And that doesn’t include motorists who 
escaped detection. 
2. Only 8 out of every 100 accidents involved a reportedly 
unsafe car.

3. About 1,850 of the 10,000 motorists k ille d in accidents 
in 1956 had fallen asleep at the w heel.

* Farmers face all the common hazards of modem living. 
In addition, in the pursuit of their calling, they encounter 
special accident hazards ali their own. 
For example, take tractors and other mechanized farm 
equipment. These machines are absolutely essential to suc­ 
cessful modem farming. The machinery engineers never lose 
sight of the safety factor. New safety devises are incorpo­ 
rated in the designs as soon as they are proven. C areful in­ 
structions concerning safe operation are issued. But all the 
precautions on earth will do no good if the users violate com 
mon.sense rules. 
Youngsters are permitted to operate machines—and every 
so often a tragic and totally unnecessary death or maiming 
results. Farmers drive unlighted or inadequately lighted e- 
quipment on public roads at night—ami the immutable law 
of averages says that this practice must end in disaster at 
frequent intervals. 
Mechanically minded farmers sometimes get ideas for mak 
mg changes in their equipment, or in adding accessories of 
their own design and construction. More often than not, this 
creates new’ dangers to the operator. It s a rare farmer in­ 
deed who has the engineering knowledge, the skill, and the 
facilities to improve on what the factory has done. 
During Farm Safety Week, authorities will deal with a1! 
manner of farm hazards and show they can be eliminates! or 
minimized. It’s an opportunity that agricultural 
America 
can’t afford to miss.

Accidents will be designed oat, they say, 
Everyone agrees, though, that one accident factor will nev­ 
er be done away with: human error. It will lie as great a 
problem in the year 2000 or 3000 as it is now. 
“Despite every automotive advancement, people— 
not 
*l>eed or unsafe conditions—still will la? the major cause of 
accidents,*' the National Safety Council believes. 
Why? 
I You can equip a car with all the latest saving devices 
—seat belts, padded dashboards and steering wheels thai 
give when pressure is put on them—but you can’t design out 
human errors and unsafe acts. 
“The new safety gadget# are marvelous—and 
they un­ 
doubtedly help protect motorists. But without good, cautious 
driving, the traffic accident toll will remain high." 
The toll in 1957, preliminary reports show, was ,38,500. In­ 
juries numbered about 1,350,000, The cost of the accidents 
was more than five*billion dollars. 
Consider these facts: 
1. In 1950. 6 out of IO motorists in an accident were charg­ 
ed with a law violation—driving under the influence of alco­ 
hol, speeding, not having right of way. following too closely, 
improper passing, driving on the wrong side of the road, and 
running stop streets. And that doesn’t include motorists who 
escaped detection. 
2. Only 8 out of every IOO accidents involved a reportedly 
unsafe car. Most motor vehicle accidents—a b o u t 8 out of IO 
—occurred on clear or cloudy days. 
3. About 1,850 of the 10.000 motorists killed in accidents 
in 1956 had fallen asleep at the wheel.
